The applicant 
argues that "The application clarly describes organizing members of a joint ventue under a second account who continue to be member of 
their respective first accounts." However the claim, claims "assigning at least one of a pluarality of participants also to a second account." 
The specification teaches creating a master account from two already created accounts. Claim 1 continues on to state "storing data related 
to the plurality of participants, the first account and second account in a database comprising a data structure." The claim does not not 
teach creating one major account, and proceeds to talk about the first and second accounts as two different entities. The claim claims 
assigning a participant to a second account. The specification fails to teach assigning participants to a second account. The rejection in 
regards to Claims 1-10, 21-22, and 25 being rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hele et al. (US 200201 1 1835 A1 ) 
in view of University of Arizona (2001 ) in further view of Heise et al. (US 20030074229 Al ) is upheld. The rejection in regards to Claims 23-
